Primitive Call For Su-

HARAR, Ethiopia, Oct. 15.— 
Squadrons of Italian reconnais- 
sance planes flew over this city 
today, spreading panic through 
the populace. Residents fled to 
the hills about this “Garden of 
Ethiopia,” strategic capital of 
the same name on the route 
from the southern front to 
Addis Ababa, in fear of a gen- 
eral air bombing. Foreigners 
sought refuge in the compound 
of the British consulate on a | 
suburban hillside. 


ADDIS ABABA, Oct. 15.--Emp- 
eror Haile Selassie, wept Monday 
when he heard that the Holy City of 
Aksum. had fallen into the hands 
of the Italian armies, and summon- 
ing his bishop, told him a holy war 
must be proclaimed to retrieve it. 

He declared the greatest army 
ever organized in Ethiopia must be 
raised to recapture the sacred city, 
which to his people is like Mecca) 
to the Mohammedans. 

The bishop promised to flash the! 
news of Aksum’s capture through- | 
out the land, urging the churches | 
to arouse the nation to a supreme | 
effort.

Financial Strangulation To 
Discourage African Cam- | 


paign Starts 
GENEVA, Oct. 15.—Financial 
sanctions designed to strangle 
Italy in money matters and force 
Premier Mussolini to halt his war 


in Ethiopia were approved last 

night by half a hundred nations. 

Today an offensive on the econo- 
mic front will begin. Despite 
reservations and explanations from 
some countries, events moved 
swiftly. 

At the close of one of the most | 
hectic days Geneva has seen since | 
the beginning of the war in Africa, 
Anthony Eden of Great Britain in- 
formed the League Britain has offi- 
cially lifted an arms embargo 
against Ethiopia. 


EMBARGO CHANGES 

Simultaneously, Eden announced 
Britain's embargo of arms to Italy 
would be maintained. These steps | 
were the first recommended by the 
League when it began to apply | 
sanctions, 

The day disclosed formidable dif- 
ficulties and perhaps delays in or- 
ganizing a world-wide economic) 
and financial boycott against a| 
warring nation, already well sup- | 
plied with munitions. The League} 
discovered, among other things, 
that some of its member states have 
constitutions which cannot idly be 
ignored, 

Financial isolation of Italy was, 
in effect, approved by the Lea- 
gue's plenary committee of 52 na- 
tions when it adopted recommend- 
ations of the financial sanctions} 
committee. Austria and Hungary 
made reservations. 

Exemptions in the financial sanc- 
tions are made as to religious and 
humanitarian projects. Thus Red} 
Cross funds and those of religious 
organizations will not be shut off 
from Italy,

“You see,” she said, with an 
apologetic little shrug and a turn of | 
the blonde head, “We sometimes | 
imagine that only European women | 
know how to be thrifty, efficient 
and capable in their homes.” 


In this connection Mrs. MacLean 
has been delighted with the women's 
magazines, and the attention given} 
to women’s activities in newspa-| 
pers.
